CATHOLIC COUNCIL PLANNED 


Present Pope to Summon Cardinals 


and Bishops to Borne for 


Important Meeting-. 


JIOME, (By mail.)—As is its cus- 


tom and in keeping with its old tra- 
ditions, the Holy See Is grauually 
acquainting the world with the true 
purport and importance of the event 
which, under the name of Ecumenic 
council, is destined to mark a new 
era in the history of the church and, 
incidentally, detain in Rome for a 
long time all the American cardinals 
and bishops. 
The announcement of the Ecumenic 


council was made in few words by 
the pope himself In the allocution de- 
livered at the last secret consistory. 
The announcement gave no details 
and it was a month later that the 
church organs announced that the 
coming council would easily eclipse 
the last one, that of 1819-70. 
Such councils, which only the pope 


can call and are actually called only 
when grave questions affecting the 
church are to be discussed and set- 
tled, are rare events in the history of 
the Catholic church. In two thousand 
yean only about twenty tre regis- 
tered, and the most important one 
waa that of Trent, called by Clement 
V1L The church was then going thru 
the gravest crises in its history ow- 
ing to the advent of Lutheranism and 
the reformation. The council, which 
lasted from 1545 to 1563, and in the 
course of which five popes died, sifted 
the whole dogmatic matter of the 
church and drafted out the present 
constitution and the largest part of 
the canon laws. 
The second longest one was that of 
Basle, which sat from 1431 to 1443.

Was Democratic Elector in 1917— 


Governor Says He Knows So 


Wets Among the 


Judiciary. 


Louis Lightener of Columbus was 


appointed judge of the sixth judicial 
district Saturday by Governor Bryan. 
The appointment takes effec^ immed- 
iately. It was made to nil a vacancy 
caused by the death of Judge A. M. 
Post. There are sii counties in the 
district. Judge F. M. Button of Fre- 
mont is the other judge. 


Governor Bryan did not follow prec- 


edents set by Governor McKelvie who 
made such an appointment after ob- 
taining an expression from attorneys 
by ballot Governor Bryan received 
suggestions and endorsements from 
both citizens and attorneys of the dis- 
trict but no ballot was taken. He said 
he considered the geographic location 
of candidates with reference to effi- 
cient dispatch of the business of the 
district court. He considered the qual- 
ifications of candidates and feels that 
Ms selection will meet with the ap- 
proval of the district 


"Judge I. L. Albert of Columbus," 


said the governor, " is recognized as 
the deaa of his profession in the dis- 
trict and was strongly recommended 
by the bar of Platte county, but not 
by the bar of other counties, yet he 
announced when he learned this that 
ne did not care to be considered." 
* Louis Lightner of Columbus, the 
newly appointed judge, was a demo- 
crat before this non-political office de- 
cended upon him. He was elected one 
of Nebraska's eight democratic presi- 
dential electors in 1917, but resigned 
that honor and John C. Byrnes of Co- 
lumbus was appointed elector in his 
stead. Judge Lightner was formerly a 
law partner of Judge John J. Sullivan. 


"I know no wets-la *Wf •!»««," said 
Governor Bryan when asjced if the 
new Judge la a "dry," "especially 
among tb» Judieiary-in a «ta.tfe-wbose 
constitution and-statutes prohibit the 
sale of intoxicating liquors." 
The apoplntment of Mr. Lightner 


meets the approval of F. A. High, 
state superintendent of the anti-sa- 
loon league who recently asked the 
governor to appoint a man who is in 
sympathy with the prohibition laws. 
Mr. High said he was not Intimately 
acquainted with the policies of the 
new judge, but he believed he was in 
sympathy with the cause of the anti- 
saloon 
league and his appointment 


was satisfactory. Governor Bryan re- 
cently said he considered Mr. High's 
letter a reflection on the courts. He 
had announced his Intention of ap- 
pointing a man who would take the 
oath of office to enforce the laws and 
constitution.

Case Involving Possession of the 


Bkin^rPackiiiffPlani Decided 


at Denver Wai Begun 


in Omaha. 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept 8.—The decree 


of the United States court at Denver 
ousting Receiver Keith Neville from 
the Skinner packing plant possession, 
and reversing the decree of the dis- 
trict court at Omaha, came as a sur- 
prise to business interests here. 


On June 6, last, an intervention 
suit was* filed In federal court in 
Omaha by twenty-four 
stockholders 


of the Skinner Packing company ask- 
ing that Neville be discharged as tem- 
porary receiver of the concern, and 
protesting gainst the sale of 1400,000 
bonds of the company at 85 cents on 
the dollar. 


Mitten & Nesbit Co., and Herman 


Wohler, two of the interventors, own 
140 shares each, while the others own 
smaller amounts. 


They charged that when Neville 


was appointed receiver April 25, 1921, 
the company's assets were $2,600,000, 
its liabilities less than one-fifth of 
that amount, and that it was, there- 
fore, solvent 


Neville should hare surrendered the 
receivership when, sixty days follow- 
ing his appointment, Paul Skinner 
and Robert Gilmore gave up their 
stock and retired from the company, 
the interventors claimed. 


They alleged that the receiver had 


greatly increased 'the company's lia- 
bilities, but authorized issuance of 
1300,000 of receivers' certificates and 
had done other things which he had 
no right to do as a temporary re- 
ceiver. 


"The state fair was a financial suc-

board made this statement Saturday 
morning and 
the other members 


agreed with him. 


It was a cheerful and optimistic

csesions this year was as large as 
last year and we gave the people a 
cleaner fair," said A. J. Weaver. 


"There are some old buildings that 


should be torn down and we want to 
build better ones," said President 
Graff. It was admitted, however, that 
much of the surplus must be spent 
for maintenance. " The legislature 
must help the fair with the building 
program. -

The board expressed pleasure' Over 


the few criticisms that have been 
made this year. In fact, the mem- 
bers had heard of none personally. 
"We tried to give the people the best 
and cleanest fair and we believe we 
were successful," they said. 


The fair grounds Saturday noon 


were nearly stripped of exhibits. Most 
of the concessionaries had torn down 
their booths and had faded away. The 
buildings that had housed the dis- 
plays had the appearance of a fine 
house without a tenant. It was ex- 
pected that by the close of the day 
there would be little left but memories 
of the big state fair of 1923. Secre- 
tary Danielson and his staff will re- 
main on the grounds for several days.

Noice Believes That Nativei Would 


Care for Wrangell Islnflders 


Who Set Out to Cron 


the Ice.

NOME, Alaska, Sept. 7.— Aa tar as 


I Uave been able I have solved tlie 
mystery which for two years has en- 
veloped Wiangell island. Poor Knight 
is dead and Ada Blackjack is safe 
once more in Nome. But three young 
men set out Into the storm last Janu- 
ary to cross the grinding Jce floes to 
Siberia, a distance of little over one 
hundred miles. I have been asked 
whether I htink there is any chance 
they may still be alive. After .-what 
I have seen of the north I would be 
the last person to say that hopes 
should be 
abandoned. I remember 


when the whole world believed my 
chief, Stefansson to be dead for more 
than a year. Yet I happened to be a 
member of the crew of the ehip which 
found him alive and well on Banks 
Iceland blissfully unconscious of the 
fact that he was either dead or sus- 
pected of being dead. 


But in this case conditions are 


somewhat different. 
Stefansson is a 


master in the north and his com- 
panions on that particular trip were 
experienced men. Crawford and Galle 
were enitrely without experience in 
traveling over sea lite and Maurers" 
was confined to only one trip "when 
the responsibility was on the shoul- 
ders of a veteran 
Arctic traveler. 


Then again, they started out at the 
most dangerous time of year, at a 
time when there Is no sun and when 
snow storms are ykely to cover thin 
ice with a treacherous blanket The 
danger of falling into or breaking 
thru thin ice is always present in 
travel over sea ice, but it is increased 
at least a hundred fold when the 
journfey must be undertaken under 
such- circumstances as that which 
faced the boys on Wrangell island 
last January. 


Safe If on Coast. 


If they succeeded ia gaining the Si- 


berian coast however in spite of the 
many obstacles they should be safe 
even tho no word baa been received 
from them. The Siberian coast is In- 
habited by friendly and hospitable na- 
tives and they would oiot have to pro- 
ceed vry far in either direction after 
striking the coast before they reached 
a settlement of some kind. These na- 
tives, 
the Chukchessj generally are 


well supplied with food and some dis- 
tance back from the coast are great 
herds of reindeer. Uufortunately for 
this theory, there is a considerable 
amount of travel along the Siberian. 
coast as it is almost inconceivable 
that three white men could be any- 
where along that coast without word 
getting thru in this length of time to 
one of the larger settlements. Still, 
stranger things have happened. And 
at any rate if they are in Siberia, one 
thing may be taken for granted, they 


perfectly safe so far as shelter 


and food are concerned. 


With regard to the value of Wran- 


gell Island, I must say that after hear- 
ing the story of Ada Blackjack, the 
sqle surviving member, so far as we 
know and after investigating matters 
for myself, I am not inclined to change 
my previous view. , 
»* 


The trouble was that the boys were 


neither properly equipped nor suffici- 
ently experienced to get it 


The boys worked hard trying to get 


seals. But. seal hunting is not to be 
learned in one season. Crawford and 
Calle had never worked in the ice 
pack before. They did their best, but 
not many seals were added to the food 
suply. Knight, had a number of exper- 
iences in the north but he nearly al- 
ways accompanied by Eskimo hunters 
or white men, expert in northern hunt- 
ing. 


He apparently never learned the 


secret of successful seal hunting for 
in his diary he declares that he nerer 
could understand why the seals would 
go down into their holes whenever 
they saw them approaching. Poor. old 
Knight: 'this to me is one of the most 
pathetic statements in the whole story 
for every seal hunter knows that the 
most important point in hunting seals 
is to avoid being seen. 


One Man Caufht Seal* 


Thus most of the seal hunting de- 


veloped upon Frederick Maurer and 
he alone killed over thirty seals. But 
when one is living largely on a meat 
diet a great deal of meat is required 
and the meat and blubber of thirty 
seals would not last rery long under 
such conditions. 


The rich red meat of the walrus, the 


cattle 
of the northern seas, should 


have supplied them with the bulk of 
their food. But the sea animals can- 
not be hunted near the shore. They 
are to be found 
in spring and fall 


along the drifting ice packs, some dis- 
tance off shore. In bunting walrus an 
umiak or skin boat, is absolutely ea- 
seatiaL It is light and can be hauled 
out of water, dragged across iaterren- 
Ing Ic* noes and relaunched on the 
other side. But the big 700 pound 
dory they had was practical); useless 
for this purpose. They did succeed

Continued Occupation. 


The object of exploration was not 


only to relieve the party ou Wrangeli i 
island but also to continue the orcu-1 
imLfon. Unfortunately I was too late 
to relieve more tha,n ode member of 
tlje party, and the way from Nome, I ' 
wondered, whether I should be able to 
induce 
the Eskimo that I brought 


along to remain on the Island. But tho 
sight of the walrus herds • and the 
stories which Ada told of the game 
which abounded changed all this. The 
Eskimos were glad to remain.

Rogers harbor and the 'other a few 
miles further west 
I left only one 


white man, Charles Wells, a veteran 
tranper of the Yukon who will have 
charge of the little colony. 


They have supplies for two years 


and ammunition for three aud should 
have little difficulty in securing a com- 
fortable living. They will trap and 
hunt and expect, to have a consider- 
able store of pelts and ivory by the 
time next year's ship visits them. 


I brought back with me the records 


of the previous expedition as well as 
letters and personal effects of the boys 
which I am forwarding to their rela- 
tives.

OSAKA, Sept. 
1.—Japan's earth- 


quake sufferers today number 1,356,470 


An official announcement to this ef- 


fect has been issued in Osaka, which, 
with the confusion and devastation in 
Tokio, is rapidly becoming the center 
of Japanese official and business lil'e. 


The same announcement says 316,- 


087 houses were destroyed by Satur- 
day's shocks and the tidal wave and 
fires that followed. 


It is stated that it is still Impossible 


to estimate accurately the number of 
dead but few official figures indicate a 
loss of more than 50,000 lives in Tokio 
and Yokohama combined. 
Reports 


from outlying districts will be slow in 
coming in. 


Yokohama 
apparently 
has been 


spared the ravages of cholera, thus far 
at least. 
Alarming reports of the 


plague reached here yesterday but 
these were 
uot 
followed 
by any 


turther dispatches 
regarding 
the 


cholera and it is hoped the first re- 
ports were erroneous or exaggerated. 


Relief work goes on apace; the fires 


are out; the earth rumblings have 
largely subsided, but still there are 
places where knockings and mutter- 
ings beenath the surface keep the in- 
habitants who lived thru the great dis- 
aster in a state of perpetual terror. 


The village of Gotemba, near the 


scene of the disaster at the Fuji spin- 
ning mills, which collapsed in Satur- 
day's quake and buried' hundreds of 
girl employes in the ruins, is a strange 
sight these days. 


Word coming from the town, which 


is largely in ruins, says that when 
occasional rumblings occur, the popu- 
lation, fearing Fuji is about to orupt, 
rush from what remains of their 
houses. 
Over their heads they held 


doors from tumbled down dwellings 
and pieces of corrugated iron to pro- 
tect themselves from showers of burn- 
ing ashes. 


Foreigners report that there is little 


reason for real apprehension, altho 
the sacred mountain is undoubtedly 
disturbed, but not sufficiently to cause 
an eruption.

ment 


Maybe we'd better not wait for 


some flapper to tell you how to make 
preserves. 
This is a good general 


method for preserves: 
Take whole 


berries, small fruits or uniform pieces 
of large fruits (tomatoes are fruit in- 
stead of vegetable), and cook in syrup 
until they are saturated. The propor- 
tions are usually three pounds of 
sugar to four pounds of fruit Spices, 
lemon and other flavoring may be 
added as desired. Cut lemon in thin 
slices, remove the seeds and cook 
with preserves, using not more than 
one lemon for each gallon of fruit. 
When spices are used it is better to 
use whole spices, not ground. Tie 
them in a bag and drop into preserves 
while cooking. If put in loose, they 
have a tendency to darken the pre- 
serves. A heaping teaspooaful of fresh 
spices is sufficient for one gallon of 
fruit. 
N 


It is necessary to start preserves in 


a thin syrup and boil until the syrup 
is moderately heavy, then remove the 
fruit and place in a shallow dish, 
allowing it to stand in some of the 
syrup while the remainder 
boils 


thicker. Pour this syrup over the fruit 
on the platter and let stand until cold, 
or until the next day. The whole may 
then be returned to the kettle, allowed 
to come' to a boil, and the fruit re- 
moved and set aside in a shallow dish 
until the syrup is again boiled down. 
When thick enough, this syrup is 
poured over the fruit as at first and 
the vessel covered and allowed to 
*tand until next morning. The fruit 
Is then packed in jars, the syrup 
poured in little by little as the packing 
progresses, until the jar is fall. Re- 
move air bubbles. All jars packed 
with preserves must be processed ten 
to fifteen 
minutes to destroy mold 
spores. 


Metal kettles should never be used 


for preserves, because fruit acids act 
quickly on them. Use eaaiaeMixied 
kettles. Cook preserves, jams and 
jellies l>* an open vessel, in order that 
evaporation may take place freely.

ELECTING china is a most fas- 
cinating pleasure if one has a 
plump pocketbook to call upon 


when it comes time to count the 
cost. 
"While the old and better- 


known wares are always at standard 
prices—the finer the ware the higher 
the price—still there are simple and 
charming things to be had between 
the high-priced dishes and those of 
"open stock" at low prices. Taste 
and moderate means may travel 
hand-in-hand it we know how to buy 
and are not carried away with that 
which is beyond our means. 


So-called "craft china," done by 
the smaller shops, is attracting a 
great deal of attention. We find it 
in sets for salad, fish, dessert or tea 
services, anil there are no two ex- 
actly alike, which makes it charm- 
ingly individual. 


One of the pretty tea-sets seen was 


in a delicate azure blue with dull 
gold borders. The Insides of the 
cups were done with single corn 
flowers 
and 
leaves 
that 
were 


"spikey" and gray-green. The ef- 
fect was odd and unusual. Another 
charming set was in soft rose pink 
with a very narrow black border on 
the plates and saucers. The handles 
were black. Inside these cups, a 
pattern of tiny rosebuds and green 
leaves looked like a bit of old-fash- 
ioned chintz. 


The peasant patterns that have be- 


come familiar to^ps in embroideries 
figure on some of the dishes. One 
set, for instance, is cream-white 
French china with a narrow black 
border.

'They are not often brought here 


except when flagrantly violating the 
ordinances," said Judge Smith, "so 
hat when they are arrested they do 
not usually get away."

Several arrests were mad& Dy Offi- 


cer Lewis during the month, also for 
disorderly conduct across the railroad 
tracks from University Place. The 
ine Imposed was ?10 and costs each. 


One of the men dismissed on a 


speeding charge was from Lincoln. He 
pleaded tha; he had driven a car 
150,000 miles vrithout injury to him- 
self, to anyone else or to his car; that 
he had never been in a police court 
or before a magistrate of any kfnd on 
a charge of speeding, and that he 
wanted very much to keep his record 
clean. It dveelopect that his speed in 
University Place had lasted but for a 
minute so that he might escape being 
n an accident. 


"We are still able to keep our rec- 


ord of no deaths or serious accidents 
from auto speeding," Judge Smith 
said. "And that is far more than Lin- 
coln or Havelock has been able to do. 
Lots of people joke at us for our 
supposed blue speeding laws, but we 
would rather be twitted a little than 
have a death here. In four specific 
instances within the last two months, 
it is practically certain that there 
would have been mortal results had 
the cars not been running at lo'w 
speeds. 
Fifteen miles on Warren avenue, 


twenty-five along the 
boundaries of 


the state agricultural college, and 
twenty on the side itreets of Univer- 
sity Place Is considered a fair rate 
of speed by the city council here." 


Judge Smith, explained that most 


people do not realize why they are 
asked to go slowly thru Universfly 
Place. With'a street car Intersection, 
narrow street, dangerous corner and 
five -hundred children, on the street 
everyday, there are plenty of'reasons 
for slow driving.

simmons, son of a once great fighter. 
With him, I boxed two rounds. Both 
Johnson and Fitzsimmons will remain 
with me until I go to New Tork for 
the fight I am glad to hare Fitzsim- 
mons with me because he is of great 
assistance as a sparring partner and 
too because he is my good friend. 


Then it was much for me to hope 


that some day I would do as well as 
fighter. Now I am to fight for foe 
championship of the world and we are 
training together once more. It is 
now less than two years since I came 
to this country from the Argentine for 
the first time. It is only a few short 
months ago when I trained with Fitz- 


} simmons. In those day, I would read 
j in this paper that this fighter or that 
; fighter gets thousands of dollars for 
j a fight and 1 would wonder If some- 
j time, perhaps, I would be so fortunate 
: that I would make that much money*, 
j for my work. When I think of how 
well all had been with me since then 
it is like haying a wonderful dream 
and then waking up and finding out 
that the dream is true. If I win the 
championship of the world on the 
fourteenth then Indeed I will begin to 
think that I am a child of fortune and 
that destiny has marked my way to 
fame and wealth. 


Today, when I was boxing In the 


ring with my sparring partners, I saw 
many of the boxing writers watching 
me. There will be many of them here 
this last week of my training. I am 
glad to see them. Some of them do 
not speak well of me but I do not care 
much for that If they say I bare no 
chance to defeat Dempsey and they 
are mistaken then I can laugh at them 
a little. I know too that the thiags 
they say about me will not help nor 
hurt me when I get into the ring with 
Dempsey.

service should be used as a gauge 
towards making the second one cor- 
rect. Don't hit them both equally 
hard, but if the first is out, judge from 
it how to put the second one in. Never 
send a weak second ball over, how- 
_ever. as it Is a sure point for a good 
i opponent. 
Change the placing of 


'them: never let the receiver kaow 
where Jt is coming. 


Always put some twist on your 
serve, as without it, unless you are 
eiceptionally tall, a service is worth- 
less. 
Don't fall into the habit of snaking 


foot faults, as in tournament rOav 
these will count against you. If your 
foot touches the base Has or if your 
rear foot crosses the line before DIP 
racquet strikes the ball. It is a foot 
fault, and even tho your service Is 
otherwise perfect, it counts as a fault.

It is not cowardice, 
but it is a lack of confidence, that is 
even more dangerous that a timid 
heart. 


Since returing from Saratoga I hr|re 


read that Dempsey weighs 193 pounds 
and that he will enter the ring at 189 
pounds 
I do not believe that I really 


think he doesn't weigh much more 
than 180 pounds now and he will spot 
Firpo at least twenty pounds unless 
I have lost all my judgment of 
weights. 


Dempsey has always been high 


strung and nervous but he is .even 
more so now. It is a good thing that 
the race meeting at Saratoga closed 
in time to give him two wets to him- 
self. He is naturally affable and he 
likes to be nice to visitors who cflsie 
to see him, but I noticed that it was 
getting his nerves to be forced 
to

Outgrowth of Lynching. 


New York Times: It would be need- 


less and perhaps unfair, to point out 
that these whippings and deportations 
of white men have stirred southern 
governors more than the lynchings of 
negroes. The two things go well to- 
gether. They have a common root in 
the impulse of individuals to take the 
law into their own hands. Long ago, 
it was predicted that unchecked execu- 
tion of vengeance upon colored men 
would inevitably go further and affect 
the attitude of whole communities to- 
word law enforcement In general. If 
it is conceded to he tolerable to take 
a negro out of a jail and hang him, it 
will not be long before it is considered 
the right thing to lash a white offender 
and drive him out of the county or 
out of the state. There is no escape 
from all sorts of extremes and dangers 
the moment you teach people that it is- 
proper for them to execute the law— 
in the sense of using physical violence 
against men and women who ha~ 
made themselves disliked or dreade-I 
—instead of leaving that duty with the 
public authorities. So far as the plain 
speaking and resolute action of tbe 
governors tend to call people back to 
their senses, and to remind them in a 
stern way that they must not usurp 
the functions of the duly appointed of- 
ficers of justice, their course must be 
warmly commended.

Lincoln entertained a great fair crowd without a 


strain on housing facilities and without a crush at the 
eating houses and entertainment centers. While crowds 
tBronged the fair grounds the center of the city was not 
crowded While the traffic on fair grounds streets was 
Heavy and at times a jam, the city streets were not 
nearly taxed to capacity. It is said thai many visitors 
to the fair visited the city no more than to drive thru 
it 
The change that has come In the manner of attend- 


ing the fair and providing individual accommodations 
has been so great that Lincoln hardly feels the strain 
of fair week. 


There has been some argument as to whether the 


city should provide down-town free entertainment for 
lair visitors. The fair association has done so well in 
holding the crowds at the grounds that need of addi- 
tional features on the city streets has not been keenly 
felt Some business men would like to keep the crowd 
in the city longer, but the general feeling is that the 
city is doing well when it sends away its visitors 
pleased with the fair and the entertainment provided 
on theg rounds. The fair managers and the city and 
its chamber of commerce have worked in harmony 
with the result that the state fair in an off year has 
made a creditable showing.
